HOOVER IS HELD. 
NN HOT CAPITAL

Democratic - Midwestern 
Republican Coalition To 
Lower Rates Worries 
President. | 


Washington, June 23.—(United 
News.)—Development of a_ well-or- 
ganized coalition between western re- 
publicans and democrats on the tariff 
has brought President Hoover face to 
face with a problem of the first magni- 
tude. It is this problem, as much as 
his desire to keep in close touch with 
disarmament negotiations, that has in- 
fluenced him to forego an extended 
summer yacation and remain at his 
desk here. 

The turn of events has demonstrat- 
ed very clearly that President Hoover 
must define, in plain and unmistak- 
able terms, just what he means by 
“limited tariff revision” or face a 
confusion in congress when it returns 
here that may have costly political 
conséquences. He will be forced, it 
appears, to speak out. 

The first attack of the opposition, 
which will be carried on actively dur- 
ing the recess, came today in three 
statements, one from a_ republican, 
Senator Brookhart, lowa, and two 
from democrats, Representative Cor- 
dell Hull, Tennessce, former chairman 
of the democratic national committee, 
and Senator Caraway, Arkansas. 

Ne Aid to Farmer. 

The burden of each is the same, 
that agriculture will get no benefits 
from the gort of general revision that 
appears in prospect but on the con- 
trary will be further penalized. The 
western republican-democratic coali- 
tion organized last week and demo- 
cratic headquarters recently set up 
here will hammer away on this line 
during the recess. 

“Farmers.” Brookhart declared, 
“should realize by this time they are 
following a blind trail in pursuing the 
tariff as a remedy for this distress.

Factories Benefitted. 

An impartial analysis of the house 
bill duties reveals, the Iowa senator 
said, “that the hope of farmers of 
securing equality .through that proc- 
ess is illusory.” ' ; 

“If this is all that is attempted in 
behalf of the farmer,” he said, “then 
this special session of congress might 
as well not have been convened.” 

Citing investigations by various 
agencies, including the agriculture and 
commerce departments, Brookhart 
said that while their conclusions dif- 
fer slightly in detail, they show that 
under the Fordney-McCumber tariff 
agriculture gets an annual benefit of 
about $74,000,000, while under the 
house schedules this benefit will be 
about $87,000,000. 

The rates of the Fordney-McCum- 
ber act are about 1.1 per cent effec- 
tive, while the new house bill rates 
will be only 14 per cent effective, he 
said.

Balboa, Panama Canal Zone, June 
23.—(/)—A huge slide into Gaillard 
cut of about 250,000 eubic feet of 
material was officially reported to- 
day.

With Albany, its first night’s goal, 
the “All-Georgia Air Tour’ path- 
finder plane leaves Candler field at 
7 o'clock’ this morning on the first 
trail-blazing aerial cruise covering 
all Georgia in the history of avia- 


tion. 

Nineteen years ago a Constitution 
motorcade started out to blaze a 
good roads trail. The autos of that 
vintage made 100 miles a day. To- 
day, a cabin plane, much more com- 
fortable than the finest motor car, 
will wing its way to Griffin, then to 
LaGrange, on to Columbus, tarry a 
while at Americus and drop easily 
down from 2,000 to 5,00U feet to the 
Albany airport long before the sun 
sets. A little flight of some three 
hours actual air time, covering 250 
miles of Georgia soil and doing it 
with one and two-hour stops along 
the way. 

That is aviation! This is the open- 
ing of the “Aerial Age!”. To these 
cities which have airports, and these 
communities which are air-minded 
travel the small private sporting 
planes, the larger mail and single- 
motored passenger ships, the huge tri- 
motored carriers with a capacity for 
tons of freight, human, mail and ex- 
press. 

Georgia is air-conscious. Atlanta 
has led the way, with Macon, Gaines- 
ville, Columbus and a few other cities 
close after: But threughout this 
grent state there are cities and towns 
which have. not. reali@-d the benefits 
aerial transportation means right 
now.

Is Puzzle; Has Been

Paris, June 23.—(f)—A Havas 
dispatch from Madrid tonight said 
that Premier Primo De Rivera had 
informed the semi-official newspaper 
Noticiero Del Lunes that for the mo- 
ment “the aviators must unhappily be 
considered lost.” 

He declared that the previous re- 
port, supposed to have been from 
Major Ramon Franco, who commanded 
the crew of four, of their safe arrival 
at the Azores and plans to resume 
their air voyage were “inexact.” 


Madrid, June 23.—(United News.) 
The Spanish government tonight aban- 


|}doned hope that the trans-Atlantic 
/ seaplane of Commander Ramon Fran- 
‘co had arrived safely at the Azores 
‘and ordered several squadrons of sea- 


planes to start a search for the plane 
and its crew of four men. 

Primo De Rivera announced the 
search in the government newspaper 
Noticero Del Lunes, 

The premier, after conferring with 
the minister 6f marine, ordered four 
Spanish destroyers from Galicia to 
join the search. One squadron of sea- 
planes from the Alcazares base and 
another from the Mellila base will 
search the seas where it is believed 
Franco might have landed. 

No News Ever Received. 
The government said there was no 


official news of the flight since Com- 
mander Franco left Alcazares base 
Friday. 

The Portuguese gunboat, Zaires, al- 
ready had started searching for the 
missing airplane in the Azores islands. 
The Zaires left Ponto Delgama, is- 
land of San Miguel, working north 
and west towards Fayal island, which 
had been the scheduled stopping place 
of the Spanish plane on its projicted 
flight to New York. 

Meanwhile, various reports which 
might have indicated the position of 
the plane were received. 

One of these. announced by the Je- 
cal radio station at Horta, Fayal 
island, was from the Italian steamship 
Dreldon, and indicated that Com- 
mander Franco might have flown 
south of his course from Aleazares, 
Spain, to the Azores, The Dreldon re- 
ported hearing “an airplane” early 
Saturday about 200 miles southeast 
of San Miguel, the most easterly of 


rainy. 
Silent Radio Mystifies. 

Another, and still more doubtful 
report, was received from the steam- 
ship Buffalo Bridge, via the Radie 
Marine Corporation at New York. It 
said a ‘flare of light” had been sight- 
ed about 1.410 miles due east of New 
York and 540 miles south by east of 
Cape Race at 12:40 a. m. Sunday. 

It was pointed out that the reported 
flare’ might have been a distress signa! 
from a plane which had been forced 
down and ‘was concealed by darkness. 

While it would not have been im- 
possible for the Spanish fliers to reach 
the position given by the Buffalo 
Bridge, it would appear to be contrary 
to all other features of the flight. They 
were scheduled to stop at. the Azores, 
and the Dreldon report of “an air- 
plane” indicated that they might be 
south instead of north of their course. 

It also is difficult to explain the 
long silence of the plane's radio, which 
last indicated that Franco was ap- 
proaching the Azores.

Then 
you turn sharply to the right, and it 
goes on that way. Next you turn hard 
to the left, and so on. But if yon 
don't figure it right, you're ‘out of 
luck.

Seeing the immediate 
advantages and increased property 
values that came to those who did 
annex, the Alton Parkers on Thurs- 
day last treated themselves to a 
second election on their own mo- 
tion and voted to become Chatta- 
noogans, so raising the city’s 
probable census next year to the 
neighborhood of 140,000 inhabi- 
tants.

The statute books of all older states, and some of the new ones, are 


cJuttered with so-called “blue laws” 


that nobody’tries to enforce. They 


may have been law in the beginning, for they may have expressed the 
will of the people; but now they have no support of public opinion and 


therefore have no force or meaning. 


Words printed in a book of statutes have no power in themselves. 
If they echo public opinion, they are rules for enforcing the public will, 
if they dO not express public opinion, they have no*more force than a 
motor not connected with the power line: 

Laws are not the source of power, but an expression of power’s will. 

Roosevelt defended the lynchihg of horse thieves on the ground that 
such apparent lawlessness was necessary to enforce the law. “Thou shalt 


not steal horses,” said public opinion. 


But the ordinary machinery of 


law could not enforce the will of the pecple, and to make their will ef- 
fective they brushed aside their useless servants and enforced the law 


themselves. 


In a land of majority rule, majority will makes law. 


In our land 


there is no written statute to require men to remove their hats in a 
theater, but popular custom and majority opinion .require it, and men 


remove their hats in obedience. 


Speed laws do not express popular will, and every man violates them 


with a clear conscience. 


Is speeding an evidence of disrespect for law?

The Virkkula Case of 
Government by Murder? | 


(From the Washington Post.) 

The killing of Henry Virkkula. Big 
Falls, Minn., merchant, by prohibi- 
tion agents near Little Fork, Satur- 
day right, in its esscztial elements 
is similar to the other killings by pro- 
hibition agents of recent date. Here 
was a peaceful citizen, returning from 
an outing to his home with his wife 
and children. He was driving along 
a road utilized frequently by rum run- 
ners, but there was no reason to pre- 
sume that he was carrying contraband. 
Nevertheless, two. government agents 
ordered him to halt, and when, per- 
haps because he failed to hear their 
command, or perhaps because he was 
afraid that he was facing highwaymen, 
he continued along his way, one agent 
swung a sawed-off shotgun into ac- 
tion. The body of Virkkula’s machine 
was pierced by 26 slugs; Virkkula was 
killed instantly by a slug that lodged 
in his neck. 

The American judicial system is 
based in the presumption that an in- 
dividual is innocent until he has been 
proven guilty. It is not up to the in- 
dividual to prove his innocence; it is 
up to the prosecution to prove bis 
guilt. Enforcement agents, however, 
frequently violate this fundamental 
principle. The agent who,kilted Virk- 
kula acted on the presumption that his 
mere failure to halt proved his guilt. 

Testimony of the agent accused of 
the shooting is illuminating. His story 
does not tally with that told by Mrs. 
Virkkula, who says that neither she 
nor her husband heard a command to 
halt. The agent says he was seated 
in a car with another officer when the 
Virkkula car approached. Both agents 
got out of the car, one bearing a sign 
with the legend “U. 8S. Customs— 
Stop” and the other with the sawed- 
off shotgun. Because Virkkula did 
not heed the command imprinted on 
the sign or the verbal order to halt, 
the officer reaqhed a verdict of guilty 
and executed the condemned man on 
the spot.

mati was reported yesterday 
Michigan. The details of the killing 
have not been fully disclosed, but a 
young man alleged to have been inno- 
cent of wrongdoing is dead at the 
hands of an officer, who obviously 
had no means of knowing whether or 
not the victim was a lawbreaker.

President Gaston Doumergue, who 
had just been made a “citizen” of 
Verdun, after saluting Marshal [e- 
tain, commander of the French forces 
that battled at Verdun, dwelt on the 
same theme. 

“At the end of hostilities no coun- 
try in the world presented such a 
frightful spectacle of devastation,” he 
said, “Those who were able to avoid 
it cannot be more animated than we 
by the passionate desire for peace. 
But the whole world ought to under- 
stand that, having been most sorely 
tried, we have more than anybody 
else a desire to be assured that peace 
shall not be merely a word but a sub- 
stantial, durable reality.” 

Touching on domestic political 
strife the president reminded his hear- 
ers that internal discord was a bad 
example to the world for those who 
would wish to maintain international 


peace. “I desire ardently to see 
France, which has at all times given 
such generous examples to the world. 
nlso to give an example of internal 
peace,’ he said. “A practice which 
if generalized can create a spirit which 
will kill war.” 

The monument unveiled today was 
designed by the Sculptor Jean Bouch- 
er, who was in the front line trenches 
when the last German assault broke 
in front of Souville, July 23, 1916.

Would Change Act. 


On the floor of the senate, it was 
proposed that the federal reserve act 
be changed so that the power to make 
rediscount rates for the 12 federal re- 
serve banks be taken out of the hands 
of the federal reserve board and 
placed in the bands of congress with 
the maximum rediscount rate 3 per 
cent and the federal reserve banks al- 
lowing member banks 2 per cent on 
deposits. This would mean that the 
member banks could rediscount at 
the federal reserve banks at a_ net 
cost of 1 per cent, making for infla- 
tion. The federal reserve banks are 
lending some $900,000,000 to the mem- 
ber banks and carrying $2,300,000,- 
000 reserve deposits of the member 
banks. _A rediscount rate of 3 per 
cent and interest paid on reserve de- 
posits would mean that the federal 
reserve banks would be operating at 
an annual loss of $18,000,000, to say 
nothing of the inflation encouraged. 

On the floor of the convention of 
New York State Bankers’ Association 
it was argued that the federal reserve 
act should be changed to permit the 
member banks to rediscount at the 
federal reserve banks on stock ex- 
change collateral. As the law was 
passed and still stands, member banks 
ean only rediscount at the federal re- 
serve banks for the benefit of gen- 
eral business and agriculture and then 
only on government securities or self- 
liquidating short term paper.

Many Know Condition. 


It is no trouble to find people in 
Wall Street today familiar with con- 
ditions in this country leading up to 
the Pujo congressional money trust 
investigation which was followed by 
congress passing the federal reserve 
act. the year before the World War 
started. Informed Wall Street does 
not like to think of what might have 
happened to us during the war and 
the post-war inflation period if we 
had not had the federal reserve; that 
is, if we had been dependent on the 
banking machinery used before the 
federal reserve law was passed in 
1913 with the federal reserve starting 
operations immediately after the out- 
break of the World War. 


Months and months were required 
to complete the congressional investi- 
gation. It was proved in that inves- 
tigation to the satisfaction of congress 
and the country as a whole that 
there was a money trust in this coun- 
try controlled in Wall Street. Sam- 
uel Untermyer was employed by the 
Pujo congressional committee as its 
special counsel. Untermyer, one of 
the shrewdest and most experienced 
Wall Street lawyers ever practicing 
in the financial district here only 
a‘cepted the job as special copnsel 
after he had been promised in writing 
that he would be given a free hand 
and left alone. Every prominent fi- 
nancier in the country Was cross-ex- 
amined. Untermyer forced Wall 
Street bankers to admit that they had 
a money trust having grave potential 
dangers to the country as a whole. 
It was this sworn testimony that 
made possible the federal reserve act 


after years and years of fruitless agi- | 


tation for reconstruction of vur bank- 
ing laws and machinery. As fai back 
as 1906 Jacob Shiff then one of our 
outstanding international bank«1s pre- 
dicted in the chamber of commerce 
here that unless our banking machin- 
ery was changed at once we would 
have a.panic making all othe: panics 
in this country appear as child's play. 
His warning was ignored. Ve had 
1907. 
eral reserve act. 

It is perfectly plain that widespread 
criticism is causing the federal re- 
serve serious loss of prestige. Some 
o. the critcism is intelligent and fair; 
much of it is not. At any rate, while 
the usefulness of the federal reserve 
is thus being impaired, the big banks 
of Wall Street are mergining: into gi- 
gantic institutions foreshadowing a re- 
turn of the money trust. Two or 
three of the big consolidated banks 
here working together could oversha- 
dow the federal reserve especially by 
threatening to leave the federal re- 
serve for a state charter. Such threats 
spoken or implied would make the 
federal reserve slow in. crossing the 
big Wall Street banks,

JEWELRY. 


For re than 44 centuries men 
and wonten have shown more than a 
passive interest for jewelry. Some per- 
sons venture the theory that an age 
of adornment is at hand, and point 
with enthusiam not only to the ex- 
pansion of jewelry departments in 
department stores but also to “chain” 
jewelry shops. 

An analysis of the jewelry trade 
indicates that_the “chain idea” as yet 
has not made tremendous headway in 


this field. The independent jeweler | 
who believes he is in no danger of 
being supplanted, and that he occupies 
a strong position, usually bases his 
security on certain factors, principally 
these, (1) human nature will not be- 
come completely standardized; (2) 
necessity for maintaining a high aver- 
age inventory; (3) low turnover 
rate. 

Although statistics show that only 
approximtely 4 per cent of jewel- 
ry sales find their way into chain 
jewelry store channels, it may be as- 
sumed that the sales percentage. will 
increase. Milnor, Inc., operating ap- 
proximately 20 stores, is indicative of 
the possibilities of sound merchandis- 
ing principles applied to this field. 
Chain stores have found it profitable 
to handle low-priced jewelry. The 
huge sums spent for cheap merchan- 
dise and the purchasing of imitation 
and inexpensive items have stimuiat- 
ed a desire for better. grades of 


jewelry. 

The principal deterrents of jewelry | 
sales are the changes in style and | 
competition with silverware, watches, | 
clecks and many novelty items. These | 
latter items bring into play factors 
which demand watching. When a wide 
range of merchandise is included in 
the stock of a retail jewelry store it 
becomes necessary to adopt modern 
merchandising methods. Unless prop- 
er departmental methods are employed, 
purchases planned in advance, and 
procedures introduced to foster at- 
taining the goal of expected business, 
there can be no hope for more than 
one yearly turnover. 


While the present is not opportune 
for new ventures in the jewelry field, 


it is a good time for those already 
in business to push jewelry sales ag- 
gressively. We are now seeing a de- 
gree of prosperity seldom reached in 


have the greatest command over goods 
in history. The present period affords 
a good opportunity to push jewelry. 
especially the items within reach of 
“middle class,”” as experience 
shows that a business reaction usually 
affects luxury goods before necessities.

A Moscow dispatch, published in 
the New York Times last week, an- 
nounces that the soviet government 
has decreed a “360-day work year.” 
This decree has been issued in an ef- 
fort to lift the industrial and agri- 
cultural production of Russia from 
the low minimum to which it has fall- 
en as a result of the many holidays 
that have been hitherto observed. 

It is said that the Russian factories 
have rarely worked more than 
days a year, after allowing for Sun- 
days and the religious and political 
holidays that were meticulously ob- 
served. 

This statement suggests a compari- 
son between the working time in the 
United States and Russia. In most 
states of the American union there 
are 12 legal holidays each year. There 
are also 52 Sunday and 52 Saturday 
half-holidays that are practically 
whole holidays for many workers. 
Most employers now give their em- 
ployes two weeks’ holiday with pay, 
and many workers are absent an av- 
erage of two weeks additional on ac- 
count of illness or death in the family 
of which they are members. This is 
a total of 144 non-working days, 
which would leave only 221 produc- 
tive days in the American workers’ 
year. 

Production Insufficient. 

But despite the fact that the Rus- 
sians are already working more days 
than their American competitors, the 
Russian production is_ insufficient, 
while that of the United States is 
excessive. This apparent paradox was 
brought out clearly during the debate 
on the farm relief bill, and it is like- 
ly to attract wider attention when 
the tariff bill comes up for discus- 


he explanation is, of course, Amer- 
ica’s widespread use of the labor-savy- 
ing machinery that Russia has not yet 
provided herself with. If the latter 
country should ever be able to thor- 
oughly mechanize her industry and ag- 
riculture the result might be amaz- 
ing, but such changes do not come rap- 
idly, and the present generation of 


American industrialists need not fear |. 


much from their Russian 
tors. 

But this statement is hardly true 
of Russian grain production. Through 
the enterprise of the American com- 
panies that make agricultural imple- 
ments and automobiles, the farmers of 
Russia are being rapidly supplied with 
tractors, combines and other farm 
implements, and the time seems to 
be near at hand when their competi- 
tion in grain-growing will be keenly 
felt by our western farmers. 

Attract Notice. 

It is for this reason that the recent 
declines in the American grain mar- 
kets attracted so much attention. It 
is feared that with a “twentieth cen- 
tury peace” Russia may again become 
a great exporter of grain and a for- 
midable competitor of the United 
States and Canada in the wheat mar- 
kets of the world. The result would

If it is possible for the American 
farmer to recover his prosperity or 
have it retrieved for him, then there 
need be no fear for American trade 
and industry, but it must be admitted 
that the prices new in prespect for 
this year’s crops are far from satis 
factory, and that an appropriation 
from the United States treasury, how- 
ever large it may be, will not perma- 
nently correct the economic disparity 
between industrial and agricultural 
conditions in this country. 


Not Significant. 


But the mills of the gods grind slow- 
ly, even though they grind exceedingly 
fine, and last week's developments 
were not especially significant unless 
they be considered in their relation to 
more distant posibilities. 

The stock market was relatively 
quiet, if firm. Money was somewhat 
easier. Speculation seems to be un- 
usually quiet, and a good many stock 
exchange houses are reducing their 
forces, 

The same thing may be said of many 
of the security markets in the middle 
west and on the Pacific coast. The 
excitement that prevailed in some of 
them seems to have entirely subsided, 
and bankers who loaned money on 
some local securities are said to be de- 
manding its return. 

Distributive trade in staples is fully 
up to the average, and in some lines a 
capacity output is reported. This is 
true of steel, agricultural implements, 
railroad equipment, and some varie- 
ties of building material. There is no 
unemployment. At least there is 
work for everybody who is willing to 
labor, but the number of’ those who 
seem to think they are able to take 
a holiday is amazing. 

A slight reduction in the output of 
automobiles is admitted, but it is sea- 
sonal. 

_ At 18 cents the demand for copper 
is excellent, but the supply seems ade- 
quate. Rubber is steady at around 
20 cents. Sugar is slightly higher. 
Most of this year’s Cuban crop has 
been sold, and the production next 
year will be small unless prices are 


higher. 
Silk Active. 


Silk has been quite active, and there 
are some who say that we have very 
exciting times ahead vf us in the mar- 
ket for silk futures. Certainly it has 
already suprised its friends in the 
volume of business handled. 

Cotton has been quiet at around 
18 1-2 cents for July contracts. Every- 
body is waiting to see how the trade 
will adjust itself to southern delivery. 
The proportion of next year’s crop 
that has been contracted for is prob- 
ably the smallest on record. The cot- 
ton goods market is steady. and most 
dealers maintain that conditions are 
better than the mills admit. Certainly 
this is the only rational basis upon 
which the large May consumption can 
be explained, 

Continued improvement in the shoe 
and leather trade is reported, and the 
demand for low-priced clothing is said 
to be surprisingly large. 

Viewed in its entirety, the outlook 
seems to be satisfactory, but long-dis- 
tance commitments are unpopular, and 
there is a general disposition to await 
the reconvening of the senate on 
August 19, and its action on the 
tariff bill. 

European observers are optimistic 
about conditions overseas, and ‘the 
United States. will be delighted to wel- 
come Ramsay MacDonald when he ar- 
rives here to visit President Hoover.

With the curtailment for the first 
week in July already decided upon 
and the further curtailment under dis- 
cussion, even a moderate buying move- 
ment in print cloths would disclose a 
very healthy condition and would be 
certain to lead to some advance. 
Though the position of sheetings in 
general is not as good as print cloths, 
prices have been holding quite steady 
in the face of a number of weeks of 
dullness. Some improvement in in- 
quiry, coupled with the curtailment, 
would within a short time bring this 
division back to a fairly healthy con- 
dition.

In regard to exports, Japan is said 
to have very favorable freight rates 
on raw cotton imported from India 
and East Africa and on cotton .goods 
exported back to those countries. 
Centralized organization has moved 
ahead rapidly in Japan so that four 
mill combinations control about 60 
per cent of the whole industry. There 
are three large cotton buying firms 
which also undertake the selling o 
the manufactured goods, thus elimi 
nating any intermediary between 
them and ghe wholesale dealer in Chi- 
na and India. 

Although neither the recent past 
nor the present has been satisfactory 
to textile manufacturers and convert- 
ers, we consider sentiment at the mo- 
ment a little more hopeful than it 
was either two weeks ago or a month 
ago.

The June issue of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian .World, -published at Syracuse, 
N. Y., contains an article by Frank 
Price, business manager of the paper, 
giving his impressions of a two-week 


| survey of south Georgia. 


Mr. Price, in company with Earl 
Cooper, secretary of the Holstein- 
Friesian Breeders’ Association, came 
to Valdosta at the request of a group 
of New York capitalists, to make a 
survey of south Georgia with a view 
of ascertaining the possibilities here 
for Holstein dairying. The New York 


‘capitalists contemplate the purchase 
Cc wonr wmMaq' of five or six thousand acres of land 


on which they propose to place a 
large herd of Holstein cattle. 

“Our observations were confined 
largely to Georgia, a state that in 
practically every section of its con- 
fines is adapted to sound dairy hus- 
bandry. Soils and topography are 
correct, climate and rainfall are al- 
most ideal. Dairying can be carried 
on at low costs for labor and hous- 


ing and abundant pasturage can be 
established to be used for an average 
of near 10 months out of each year. 


| There are uplands and lowlands that 


provide foundation for pastures in 
wet weather as well as times of 
drouth. The elinmate. is mild except 
for short periods during the summer 


be abundant. 

“There are, of course, very few per- 
manent pastures as no form’ of live 
stock has as yet been extensively rais- 
ed -in Georgia. However, with soils 
that are by no means worn out, na- 
tive legumes, clover and grasses can 
be quickly utilized to put down per- 
maneut pastures of a practically year- 
around varicty.”’
